In-the selection of delegates to the 


national convention there is no cippo- 
sitlon to Senators Allison and Dolliver, 
J. W. Blythe'and Governor A. B. i?uni- 
mins. for delegatos-at-Iarg'e. 


John N. It-win of Keokuk. temporary 


chairman of the convention, spoke in 
part as follows: 


"Let us make no platform on the 


tariff question beyond announcing our 
allegiance to the principle of a tariff' 
for.protection.

In the course of a conversation re- 


cently. T. G. Jor.es. business agent 
of. the. Master Builders' Association 
stated as follows: 
"We want union 


men; 
in fact, we can't get enough un- 


ion men, Oakland Is making progress 
such as was never made before and the 
trades unions in Oakland are stronger 
than ever before. - This shows that un- 
ionism is not destructive and does not 
hinder development. It is the indus- 
trial war that puts a quietus, on the 
growfh of a community." Mr. Jones 
further stated that there was no truth 
In the assertion frequently heard to the 
effect that there would be 5. clash over 
the policy of the "open shop" between 
the Master Builders''Association and 
unions that are concerned in the build- 
ing industries. The association, he as- 
serts, has no desire for trouble with 
any unions.'

Successful ..Test of Ballot Machines 


For the first time in California an election of considerable magnitude has 


been held with ballot machines and the result is very satisfactory. At the 
municipal election in San Jone last Monday voting machines were used, and 
worked admirably, according to the rej>orts of the local press. The voting was 
rapid and without the slightest hitch. 


The vote was tabulated and the result announced In fifteen minutes after 


the polls closed. The Mercury says one precinct was counted and the re- 
turns made up In six minutes. Four minutes later the returns from another 
precinct came in and the other precincts two minutes afterward. Within thir- 
ty-five minutes after the polls closed the complete returns were in the Mer- 
cury office. This is a marvelous improvement over the old system. 


In its account of the election the .Mercury had this to say of ballotting by 


machine: 


"The voting machines greatly facilitated both the casting and counting of 


the ballots. The people had studied their working so carefully that there was 
but very little trouble experienced In their operation. 
The inspectors were 


assiduous in seeing that the voters manipulated them correctly and very few 
mistakes were made. 


"The average time taken by voters to record their ballots was less than 


half a minute. Some- of them got through in three or four seconds. 
Others 


were much slower, which gave rise to the impression that there would be a 
great deal of scratching shown by the result. That, however,, did not prove to 
be the case. It was simply ihe difference of the handlness of individuals in 
working the machines.' 


This is apparently as satisfactory as the recent election in Milwaukee, in 


which ballot machines were used. The complete vote amounting to over 50,- 
800 was announced on the bulletin .bourds an hour after the polls closed. 


Dodging on the Tariff Question 


The platform adopted by the Democrats at Santa Cruz is about as long 


and inconsistent as the party record. The tariff plank, for Instance. Is as fin- 
lnhed a piece of wordy shuffling as one would wish to see. It is absolutely 
non-committal as to any principle governing tariff legislation. It does not 
declare for free trade—Indeefl, expressly disavows it—for a tariff for revenue 
only, nor for protection. By implication it declares in favor of a. tariff for 
revenue with Incidental protection, but It does not say so. It beats about the 
bush in a pitiful manner, showing the fear of offending the raisin, citrus fruit, 
woo!, lumber and other Interests of the State that benefit from the protective 
system. That this characterization may not be ascribed to partisanship the 
tariff plank is given herewith in full: 
^

"The abolition of the tariff on the products o£ foreign countries is not 


contemplated by the Democratic parti', nor is it possible so long as the tax 
on imports continues to. be the principal source of the income of the govern- 
ment. 


"The continuance of the rate of tariff, however, is neither necessary for 


the providing of revenue nor for the equalization of the difference between cost 
of production at home and abroad. II is unjustifiable, and its Sole effect is to 
encourage the formation In the United States of trusts and monopolies in the 
production of all articles whi.;h are subject of-such excessive and unnecessary 
tariff rates, with power to such trusts and monopolies to compel American 
consumers to pay for such articles sn protected a price in excess of what is 
Just and reasonable. 


"The fact that many Of the principal products of the United- States, manu- 


factured by trusts and monopolies and which are protected against compe- 
tition by excessive and unnecessary tax, are shipped to foreign markets and 
there sold at lower.prices than prevail in the markets of the United States, 
justifies the Democratic party in demanding that the Dingley bill be promptly 
revised and that all unnecessary and excessive rates .therein be reduced or 
abolished in the interests of the American consumer. 


"Our domestic industries and enterprises should not and need not be en- 


dangered, nor their efficiency in any way impaired by such Just reductions and 
.questions of burdens of taxation.. 


"Thft Democratic party pledges itself to a careful and fair revision of ex- 


isting tariffs, always making due allowance In the adjustment of rates for all 
diKerences in the cost of production between American and foreign producers 
by reason of the differences of the Cost of labor to the respective producers 
and such other differences as arise ou. of the difference in the situation." 


If this means anything at all, it rneans that the California Democrats are 


opposed to free trade and to protection, but are In favor of a tariff schedule 
'that will discriminate in favor of home industries. That is protection; but 
the wordy jumble Is so prolix and insincere that it cannot be taken to express 
any definite policy. The plank Is a plain attempt at a compromise between 
irreconcilable theories, the shifts ami evasions being bidden in a cloud of 
.Terblage.

study. • Mr. Heaton is to give a new 
course' in the University on the work of 
the grammar sichool principal which is 
to be closely connected with practice 
teaching.

to the Superintendent and to the Board 
to make no serious change in the rela-

LOS ANGELES, May 18.—The ever 


recurring charge of heresy is again agi- 
tating the delegates to the. general con- 
ference. Its latest appearance is in the 
committee on education, where it 
has 


provoked the most acrimonious discussion 
that has -yet occurred between delegates 
of the present gathering. The outbreak 
came as a result of the report of a sub- 
committee on the subject of the me- 
morials received by the conference relat- 
ing to the alleged dangerous doctrines 
that are being: diecmlnated by some of 
the theological schools of the church. 
Dr. L. W. Munhall of Philadelphia led 
the supporters of the charges of heresy. 
He was combatted by Dr. Charles J Lit- 
tle, president of the Garrett biblical in- 
stitute and Professor Milton S. Terry of 
the same institution. The fight waxed 
warm and much-feeling was manifested 
by both sides in the discussion. After 
hours of heated debate. In which stronc 
charges were made against the accused 
institutions and as vigorously denied on 
the other hand, the matter was finally 
referred back to the sub-committee for 
more extended report. Its re-appear- 
ance within a day or two will be the 
signal for another forensic fray that will 
likely be carried to the floor of the gen- 
eral conference and there fought to a final 
conclusion. 


In addition to the election of eight new 
Mshops by the conference, one of whom 
may be colored, it Is also proposed to 
elect a colored associate for Bishop Hart- 
zell of Africa. Dr. Camphor of Mon- 
roevia, Liberia. Is being urged by the 
missionary officers for the position, and 
if the office is created it is likely that 
he will be chosen to flll it.
